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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 1, 
Fried 3,017,791 is representative of the closest art of record. Blade 85 has a notch 87 which 
might be considered as a clip, but it lacks, and there is no suggestion to provide it with, the 
ability to flex to provide the spring-like force of claim 1. Regarding claim 14, Cogsdill 

3, 166,958 is representative of the closest art of record. Blade 15 has a fulcrum 23 about which it 
pivots. Spring 28 could be considered as a cradle, but it does not adjust the distance that the 
head of the blade projects from the arbor, as required by claim 14. Further, the blade 15 is not 
resiliently yieldable as set forth in claim 14, and it can not be made so, as the blade must be rigid 
in order to pivot about fulcrum 23 .
